Summer | Roundup of 
Children for Health 
Examination Shows 
Gratifying Increase 


T IS DUE to the loyal mecm- 
bers of Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciations everywhere that their 
heroic efforts in connection with 
summer health campaigns should 
have wide 
recognition 
‘‘Summer 
Roundup” of 
the Children 
is a specific 
activity of 
the National 
Coneress of 
Parents and 
Teachers. It 
was designed 
as an interest 
in the health 
* of pre-school 
children, but 
much auxili- 
ary bene fit 
to other children has resulted. 

Its specific aim is to provide 
that every child who is to enter 
school next fall shall have a 
thorough physical examinatien 
in order to tabulate any weak- 
ness or disability already exist- 
ing, or to warn against a child's 
susceptibility to certain types of 
disease. 

The progran also 
immunization against contagious 
diseases. Completed figures are 
available only for the year of 
1933, and this in itself is a fact 
for comment. Speaking for my 
own state, at the beginning of 
this current year, only one- 
fourth of our two hundred 
Health Districts had returned to 
the State Department of Health 
the necessary compiled reports. 
Thus many valuable figures from 
local gioups are not made avail- 
able and much effort falls short 
of fruition.

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OWEVER. no attention to the 
general health as applied 
through individuals can be con- 
sidered wasted. It is pretty sure 
tu do that individual some good. 
The completed statistics for 1933 
report a registration of over six 
thousand school units for the 
project of a summer survey. Of 
these, more than half carried the 
project through, though not quite 
all of them met the National re- 
quirements. 

These requirements include not 
only discovering defects in these 
prospective child students, but 
making some effort to remedy 
them. The survey included forty- 
five states and Alaska, and con- 
tacted. approximately one hun- 
dred #nd sixty thousand chil- 
dren; more than half of these 
received professional examina- 
tions. 

Of the many thousands of the 
children found who were in real 
need of medical and dental at- 
tention, many unfortunately did 
not get it. But the effort and 
skill spent in the survey are re- 
paid many times by the thou- 
sands .of children who were cared 
for, and by the fact that many 
thousands of others will be spar- 
ed possible infection through the 
precautions that have been 
taken. 
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MONG the many unfavorable 
health conditions discovered 
by the survey, and many of them 
had not been suspected previous- 
ly, were infected tonsils and 
teeth, adenoids, inflamed ear 
drums, incipient lung trouble and 
heart disease, faulty posture due 
to malnutrition, and poor bone 
tissue, gland secretions that were 
under or above normal. 

Many cases of hernia were de- 
tected which needed early treat- 
ment. Crooked feet. defects of 
speech. and poor vision were all 
made matters of record and 
many cases of repair will mean 
improved health and capacity for 
all concerned. 

The most interesting items of 
the report were the comparative 
figures. About one out of three 
of all parent-teacher units en- 
rolled for the campaign. An ap- 
proximate one-third of all de- 
fects discovered were corrected. 
An additional ten thousand chil- 
dren outside the special group 
were brought in for examina- 
taon. and one-fourth of their 
troubles were corrected. Another 
ten thousand received immuni- 
zation against small pox and 
diphtheria. 


The year showed an increase 
of three hundred “Roundups” 
over the previous year, nearly 
three thousand more children 
were examined than in 1932, and, 
best of all, some twenty-five 
hundred more parents -attended 
the examinations.

BLEACHING 6000 


NATURALLY FAIR

LEACHING is usually regard- 
ed as a method of hair dye- 
ing and the same general rules 
apply. You must know that you 
look well with blonde hair before 
vou decide to bleach. Usually the 
virl who is loveliest with bleach- 
ed locks, is the girl who was born 
fair-haired, but whose hair dark- 
ened.as she grew older. 

This type of girl generally has 
the fair coloring of the natural 
blonde. If you have such a col- 
oring, you may feel confident 
that you will be even lovelier 
with the golden lights in your 
hair emphasized. Fortunately, 
due to the popularity of blonde 
hair. a good method of applying 
the bleaching agents has been 
worked out. 

Old - time bleaching 
and the use of the so-called 
“white henna’ caused the hair 
to become so dry that numerous 
hot oil treat- 
ments were 
required to 
restore even 
a measure of 
its former 
luster and 
texture. 

The new 
method dees 
a good job of 
bleaching 
and at the 
same time 
Bives yow 
hair a recon- 
ditioning 
treatment 
You will need a bottle of mineral 
oil, a bottle of 17 volumn perox- 
ide and some ammonia. Brush 
and comb your hair free from 
iangles and part it in the middle. 

In the upper part of a double 
boiler, put one ounce of the min- 
cral oj], one ounce of peroxide 
and from ien to fifteen drops of

ammonia. Mix the ingredients 
thoroughly with an egg beater 
and heat over hot water until 


quite warm. 

While the ingredients are heat- 
ing, part your hair into inch sec- 
tions, twiste each one and pin 
with a large hairpin. Cover one 
end of an orange stick with cot- 
ton, dip it into the bleaching 
liquid and’ apply to one small 
section of hair at a time. Con- 
tinue until every strand of hair 
has had an equal amount of the 
liquid. You will do a better job 
of this if a friend helps you. 

If you simply want highlights 
in your hair leave the bleach on 
about ten minutes. If you want 
your hair really blonde leave on 
the bleach for twenty to thirty 
minutes. Watch the clock. While 
you are waiting for the time to 
elapse apply pure mineral oil all 
over your scalp and down the 
strands of your hair. 

When you think the bleach has 
been on long enough, shampoo 
your hair thoroughly with liquid 
castile soap and tepid water 
Rinse thoroughly and dry by 
hand. Blonde hair should be 
fluffy so set loose waves and 
make neat little ringlets or soft 
sausage curls. Better not use a 
heavy brilliantine as it is apt to 
make your newly-fair hair ap- 
pear streaked 

The same liquid can be used 
for retouching the darker por- 
tions of hair that grow out.

OYS and girls, men and wo- 

men like frosted: cakes, and 
the thicker the frosting the bet- 
ter they like them. Yet how often 
do ycu serve cake for dessert? 
Usually cake is a company special 
or served only on Sundays when 
you are willing to go to a little 
extra trouble. 

If you follow these modern 
recipes you can serve cakes as 
ofter: as you wish, since they are 
no trouble at all—often the f: ost- 
ing being cooked on the cake as 
the latter bakes.

Sift together one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, one teaspoon bak- 
ing powder, three tablespoons 
cocoa, one-half teaspoon soda 
and one and one-half cups flour. 
Add to the creamed mixture al- 
ternately with one-half cup but- 
termilk to which one teaspoon 
vanilla has’ been added. Bake in 
muffin tins in a moderate oven. 
Cool, cut off the tops and scoop 
cut the crumbs, fill with sweeten- 


ed whipped cream replace the 
tops and spread with butter 
frosting: 

Sift two cups ‘confectioners’ 


sugar with three tabtespocns co- 
coa. Add tour tablespoons melted 
butter and enough warm water 
or milk to make a frosting of 
spreading consistency.
